BAD FAITH 

For its attempt to become the worst employer ever, 
Mayo Clinic gets smacked by the feds 



Mayo Clinic wants a contract allowing it to change paid time off, vacation 
time, holidays, pensions, and health insurance without its workers’ consent. 


M aintenance workers at the 
Albert Lea Medical Center 
have been negotiating a new 
contract with Mayo Clinic 
for more than a year without an agree¬ 
ment. 

The sticking point: Mayo wants the 
right to change their benefits — every¬ 
thing related to paid time off, vacation 
time, holidays, pension, health insurance, 
jury duty — whenever it wants to without 
the union getting involved. Which kind 
of defeats the whole point of an contract. 

In return, Mayo has offered meager 
raises, which amount to just 10 cents more 
an hour for those with at least 20 years 
of experience working for the company, 
and eight cents more for everyone else. 
It’s less than what they’ve offered to non¬ 
union employees. 

(By contrast, CEO John Noseworthy’s 
pay exceeds $2 million. It’s doubtful anyone 


gets to arbitrarily change his Christmas 
vacation.) 

Workers refused to agree to those terms, 
and Mayo refused to budge on its demands. 
Their current contract expired November 
30 after more than a dozen negotiation 
standoffs and two days of picketing outside 
the medical center. 

The Service Employees International 
Union (SEIU) filed a complaint on behalf of 
the maintenance workers with the National 
Labor Relations Board, the federal agency 
that oversees union rights. 

Last week the Board vindicated SEIU, 
ruling that Mayo had indeed violated the 
National Labor Relations Act by “failing 
to bargain in good faith” when it insisted 
that workers waive their bargaining rights 
over benefits. 

If Mayo doesn’t take heed and start 
working with the union, the board will 
take the case to an administrative law judge. 


“For 18 months we’ve had these same 
proposals thrown at us, and it’s a testament 
to the workers of Albert Lea that they’ve 
just said, TMo, we’re not going to give up our 
bargaining rights, and it’s illegal for you to 
ask that of us,”’ says Jamie Gulley, union 
president. “[Mayo] can want to do an 5 ^ing 
they want, like that’s their proposal. And the 
workers have said, ‘That’s a terrible deal.’” 

This summer the SEIU, which also 


represents workers who prepare hospital 
meals, filed a separate complaint against 
Mayo Clinic for outsourcing hundreds of 
food service jobs to Morrison Healthcare, 
a Georgia company. That complaint, which 
is still pending, alleges that Mayo’s food 
administrator at the time gave the contract 
to Morrison because of a “long-standing 
personal relationship” with one of Mor¬

Run-On Sentence 

While other states get smart, Minnesota cracks down on the evils of weed 


L ast New Year’s Day, the employ¬ 
ees at a Lunds distribution cen¬ 
ter in south Minneapolis knew 
something was wrong with the 
lettuce just shipped in from California. 
They could smell it. 

Closer inspection revealed 260 pack¬ 
ages filled with high-grade marijuana. 
They called the cops, who laid in wait for 
the shipment’s recipient, one Steven Yang. 

Yang would plead guilty to first-degree 
drug possession with intent to sell 258 
pounds. At his sentencing this month, 
his attorney, Sia Lo, told the judge his 
27-year-old client had no criminal record 
of any kind, and was currently caring for 
a disabled brother and his father. 

Yang said his giant failed pot deal was 
“one of the biggest mistakes I’ve made 
in my life.” 

Judge Gina Brandt rubbed it in: “Mr. 
Yang, I hope this was the worst mistake 
you ever made.” 

Yang received a 74-month sentence. 
With good behavior, he’ll be out around 
New Year’s Day, 2021. 

A month earlier, voters in four states 
passed measures to legalize marijuana 
for recreational use, bringing the total 
to eight. About 68 million people live 
in those states, and they’re typically the 
kind of places — California, Washington, 
Colorado, Massachusetts — Minnesota 
regards as its cool, forward-thinking 
peers. 

Yet on this one issue, Minnesota looks 
more like Florida, minus the gelled hair 
and the sunglasses tan line. 

Earlier this year, lawmakers, cops, and 


prosecutors struck a deal to rework the 
way we imprison drug felons. The new 
law increased the amounts of deadly 
drugs like meth and cocaine needed to 
trigger long sentences. But it also threw 
a bone to the law-and-order types, low-

ering the weight of marijuana required 
to merit a long stint. 

Sen. Ron Latz (DFL-St. Louis Park) 
says the deal was meant to lessen the 
penalties for users and addicts, while 
keeping harsh justice for those in the 
“economic enterprise” of drugs. 

“Those drugs, like cocaine and meth- 
amphetamines, are maybe more nox¬ 
ious than marijuana is,” Latz says. “But 
marijuana is still illegal in Minnesota, 
and this law reflects that.” 

So do state prisons: As of 2015, 466 
inmates were doing time for offenses 
where the principal crime involved 


marijuana. That’s up from the 338 pot 
prisoners we had in 2004. 

Yang’s penalty looks even worse in 
context. In September, the Hennepin 
County Attorney got a 45-month sentence 
against John Heath, an Edina financial 
advisor who’d swindled two elderly 
women out of more than $220,000. If 
Yang wanted a bunch of money, the court 
system would prefer he just stole from 
his ailing father. 

Exactly one day before Yang’s lettuce 
arrived, Donella Day caused a hit-and- 
run accident that killed Aisha Feels. In 
October, she was sentenced to 45 months. 
The average pot smoker’s most severe 
vehicular offense is driving too slow on 
the way to White Castle. 

Hennepin County Attorney Mike 
Freeman says he’s far more interested 
in catching “rapists, murderers,” and the 
creeps selling bad fentanyl, the opioid 
painkiller that’s killed 18 people in Hen¬ 
nepin County alone this year. 

But marijuana is much stronger now 
than it was in the 1970s, says Freeman — 
“10 to 100 times stronger.” Yang had a lot: 
260 pounds may be Hennepin’s largest 
seizure in Freeman’s 16 years in office. 

“If the sentencing is too high, then 
the legislature ought to be talked to,” 
Freeman says. “This sentence was not 
extraordinary. It’s right in the ballpark.” 

If Yang lived in Seattle, he would not be 
award of the state. He’d be a businessman. 
Maybe not a good one — “obviously, he 
wasn’t very skilled as a smuggler,” Free¬ 
man quipped — but that determination 
should be left to the free market. 



There aren’t many issues where a 
state can save itself money by deciding 
to make some. This is one. Minnesota 
spent nearly $2 million imprisoning 
marijuana offenders in 2015, a number 
that doesn’t include probation. But that’s 
dwarfed by how much revenue we’re 
leaving on the table. 

States like Washington (with its 37 
percent tax on pot), Oregon (25 percent), 
and Colorado (30 percent combined city/ 
local taxes in Denver), tax the hell out of 
marijuana. Oregon pulled in $25 million 
in its first six months of legalization; 
Washington made $250 million in two 
years. Colorado captured $18 million... 
in August. 

Instead of running up expenses, those 
states are using pot to pave roads and 
build water treatment plants. 

When — not if — we finally legal¬ 
ize weed, maybe we can take some of 
the money and build a statue honoring 
Steven Yang, an honorable man if his 
“worst mistake” in 27 years on Earth 
was ordering a shipment of marijuana. 
The worst mistake Minnesota’s made 
lately was locking him up. 03

For artist Aza Abe (nee Erdrich), 2016 was a year 
of firsts. She became a mother and launched her 
inaugural solo show, “S 5 mthesis,” at All My Rela¬ 
tions gallery in Minneapolis.

wanted to do,” says Abe, who has created in medi¬ 
ums as diverse as comic art, beading, still life 
drawings, paintings, and book covers. 

An orderly artist, Abe plans her paintings, 
chooses colors, then fills them in by grids. Sym¬ 
metry is one continuous thread in her oeuvre; indig¬ 
enous aesthetics, which she says come naturally 
to her as an Ojibwe woman, are another. Flowers, 
feathers, wildlife, and nature are frequently incor¬ 
porated into designs that burst with celebratory 
colors that evoke the patterns of star quilts. 

Abe was thrilled when approached by All My 



Relations gallery about doing a solo show. She was 
six months pregnant when “Synthesis” opened 
in March; it closed just a few weeks before she 
gave birth. “It was a really special time in my life 
to bring my work out there,” she says. The hard¬ 
est part wasn’t the preparation for the show, but 
the relinquishing of her art. “There were certain 
pieces, especially the beaded pieces, that took a 
longtime to make. It’s an intimate and meditative 
process. Selling them was hard.” 

Abe has found it challenging to balance mother¬ 
hood and art, but she’s motivated by her mother, 
author Louise Erdrich, who raised a house full of 
children while prolifically writing books. Though 
she hasn’t been painting much lately, Abe does 
sketch her son while he sleeps. 

Given this change in her personal life, as well 
as the current political climate, she anticipates 
that the focus of her work will evolve. “It’s really 
inspiring having created this life, and it’s a hard

MARIA BAMFORD 


How many people do you know who can 
tackle the stigma associated with mental 
illness, manage the pressure of being a 
comedy superstar, and still find time to 
hang out in Duluth every summer? 

The answer is one, because there is only 
one Maria Bamford. 

Bamford, whose career spans nearly 
three decades, has been a comedy heavy¬ 
weight for years. In 2016, however, she 
cemented her reputation as a timeless 
performer who continues to get funnier, 
smarter, and all-around better as she goes. 
Her semi-autobiographical Netflix show. 
Lady Dynamite, received rave reviews from 
both fans and critics for its unflinching 
approach to mental illness (more spe¬ 
cifically, Bamford’s personal journey in 
managing her psychiatric condition). It 
not only approached these topics with 


the type of silly, surreal presentation that 
long-time fans would expect, but did so in 
a way that was funny and unique, giving 
newbies the chance to discover her for 
the very first time. The show has already 
been picked up for a second season in 
2017, allowing her the chance to grow and 
expand her story in a voice all her own. 

In addition, she put out a new comedy 
album in 2016, the fifth of her career, and 
continued to tour the country performing 
live onstage, including two very sold-out 
shows this past summer at the Woman’s 
Club of Minneapolis. 

While she continues to slay late-night 
television appearances and huge rooms all 
over the country, she makes it a priority to 
head up to Duluth each summer, both to 
perform (Bamford says she still has anxi¬ 
ety about performing close to where she 
grew up for fear of disappointing people), 
and to maintain her reputation as a true- 
to-the-core Minnesotan. -Patrick strait 

JAIME CARRERA 


When it comes to losing beloved artists, 
this year has been monumentally awful. 
Prince, David Bowie, Leonard Cohen, and 
Gene Wilder are just a few of the people 
we’ll mourn. For our local community, the 
hits kept coming as well. We wanted to give 


a special mention to performance artist 
Jaime Carrera, who was taken from the 
world when a brutal case of pneumonia 
triggered an undiagnosed heart condition. 
Carrera had some interesting projects 
planned for this year, 
and had he lived, we 
are sure they would 
have been fantastic. 

If you ever saw 
C arrera perform, you 
know how special he 
was. A choreogra¬ 
pher, performance 
artist, dancer, punk 
musician, and photographer, he had an 
infectious charm and a willingness to try 
almost an 5 Thing. Sometimes that meant 
dressing up in a loincloth and getting 
ketchup squirted all over him, sometimes 
it led to organizing an evening featuring 
aerobic moves from the 1980s, and some¬ 
times it entailed exhibiting a photography 
collection of his cats. He gave exactly zero 
shits about what anybody thought, which 
meant you could never quite pinpoint what 
he was going to do next. 

Carrera emigrated to the United States 
from Mexico when he was 17. He lived 
in Kansas and Chicago before moving 
to Minneapolis in the early 2000s. He 
identified as gay, and married his partner. 


Nick Wirtz, at the beginning of 2016. His 
layered identities figured their way into 
his work, but not always in obvious ways. 
Carrera was always acting as an outsider. 
Uninterested in falling in line with trends, 
he was always looking 
to go in the other direc¬ 
tion, finding new, unex¬ 
pected ways to create 
art. 

It saddens us that we 
didn’t get to see Carrera 
do one of his outrageous 
performance art pieces 
with Caitlin Karolczak 
at Art-A-Whirl this year (Karolczak did 
create a tribute with Michael Cimino in 
Carrera’s memory). It’s also a travesty that 
he wasn’t able to realize his solo piece, 
which explored his experience navigat¬ 
ing a complicated gender identity as a 
young person, at the Red Eye. There are 
so many wonderful things he might have 
made for us, things we’ll never get to see. 
Instead, we must rely on and celebrate our 
memory of him. -sheila regan 

SARAH RASMUSSEN 


When Sarah Rasmussen took the helm at 
the Jungle Theater, she inherited a strong, 
cherished organization.

a quarter-century, founder Bain Boehlke 
built the Jungle from a storefront startup 
into a local powerhouse known for show¬ 
casing detailed productions and fine acting 
on its intimate stage. Still, while Jungle 
productions were often called “top-notch,” 
they were rarely called “innovative.” It was 
clear there was room for growth. 

With the February opening of The Two 
Gentlemen of Verona, Rasmussen showed 
just what that growth might look like. The 
all-female cast performed against a bright 
pink backdrop, with the audience spilling 
onto the stage and the actors returning the 
favor by striding out into the house. The 
performers’ sense of joy was contagious, 
and the production heralded a promising 
new era at the Lyn-Lake institution. 

The rest of Rasmussen’s inaugural sea¬ 
son saw the theater going from strength to 
strength. Constellations had Anna Sundberg 
and Ron Menzel performing a fractal love 
story on Kate Sutton-Johnson’s ethereal 
set. Le Switch was a poignant and hilarious 
meditation on same-sex marriage, the 
product of a newly forged partnership 
with the Pla 5 rwrights’ Center. Bars and 
Measures explored social justice through 
jazz, and The Oldest Boy wowed audiences 
with its reverent and emotionally honest 
journey through Tibetan Buddhism. 

As if that wasn’t enough, Rasmussen 
also directed a sweet Sense and Sensibility 
at the Guthrie, using a fresh Kate Hamill 
script she’d previously put onstage in Dal¬ 
las. The production was evidence of the 
warm and welcome friendship between 
Rasmussen and the Guthrie’s new leader 
Joseph Haj — another example of Rasmus¬ 
sen’s knack for building bridges. 

With the transition from Boehlke to 
Rasmussen, the Jungle found someone 


who can preserve the organization’s con¬ 
siderable strengths while also opening new 
territory: new scripts, new performers, 
new sensibilities. What’s true of any indi¬ 
vidual show Rasmussen directs was also 
true of the entire first season she curated: 
Nothing was pro forma; every choice was 
made with thoughtful deliberation and 
an encompassing sense of fun. 

The Jungle’s 2017 season looks equally 
intriguing: a Pulit¬ 
zer-winning Nilo 
Cruz play (Anna 
in the Tropics), a 
Texas ghost story 
(Lone Star Spirits), 
a dark-comedy/ 
rock musical (Fly 
By Night), a voyage 
through cyberspace 
(The Nether), and a 
Pride and Prejudice 
sequel of sorts (MissBennet: Christmas at 
Pemberley). Under Rasmussen’s d 5 mamic 
leadership, it seems likely the Jungle will 
continue to house several of each year’s 
most-anticipated productions for a long 
time to come, -jay gabler 

MIKE LESTER 


Mike Lester is both one of the funniest 
and most terrifying comedians in the 
Twin Cities. His baby face may make him 
appear harmless (despite the fact that 
he’s been a comedy club regular since 
2009, Lester is only 24 years old), but his 
dark, twisted sense of humor and serial 
killer-like delivery have allowed him to 
sneak up on unassuming audiences like 
a comedic Michael Myers. 

Whether he’s talking about washing the 


elderly as a senior caregiver, or punishing 
his parents for raising him wrong, Lester 
is the one comedian who has similarities 
to both Anthony Jeselnik and Harland 
Williams — which is basically the com¬ 
edy equivalent of mixing chocolate with 
toothpaste. The only difference is that 
he gets you to enjoy the taste and keep 
asking for more. 

This past year has seen Lester take 
the leap to breakout 
player on the local 
scene, regularly 
serving as a feature 
performer at Acme 
Comedy Co. and Rick 
Bronson’s House of 
Comedy while con¬ 
tinuing to produce 
the ROSA comedy 
showcase atDulono’s 
Pizza in south Min¬ 
neapolis with Ben Katzner. Lester and 
comedian Robert Baril produce a weekly 
sketch series, Lestaril, where he shows 
off his acting and character-work while 
tapping into the same sociopathic onstage 
persona that has made him a must-see tal¬ 
ent for hardcore comedy fans and casual 
observers alike. 

Despite the tone of his comedy, what 
makes Lester such an incredible artist 
is the fact that you can tell he’s legiti¬ 
mately having fun onstage — a talent 
that can’t be taught and many comedians 
sadly lack. As of late, Lester has begun 
to branch out and infiltrate the West 
Coast, so chances are he’s either going 
to become comedy’s next big thing, or 
the murder rate in Los Angeles is about 
to skyrocket. Probably both. Either way, 
he’ll continue to be a refreshingly unique 


voice in an increasingly competitive local 
comedy landscape. -Patrick strait 

BOY KISSES 


Individually, the four core members of 
Boy Kisses Comedy—Turner Barrowman, 
Collin Klug, Robert Fones, and Drew Janda 
— are phenomenally talented. They’re 
standups, writers, sketch performers, 
internet personalities, musicians, and 
filmmakers. Together, they have formed 
the single hottest comedy group in Min¬ 
nesota, if not the entire Midwest. 

Over the past two years, their weekly 
comedy showcase at Universe Games in 
Uptown has gone from an underground 
comedy haunt to one of the consistently 
best places to see comedy. Each week, the 
Boys plan their show around a new theme; 
role-playing games. Mother’s Day, and 
MTV Cribs have all served as backdrops 
for their clever, unique sense of humor. 
Each event features live sketches, videos, 
songs, and, of course, standup. 

As the rotating lineup of comedians 
varies from week to week (outside of the 
foursome), talent from both the local scene 
as well as national acts have graced the 
small stage, with names ranging from Twin 
Cities heavy-hitters like Andy Erikson and 
Patrick Susmilch to national headliners 
like Janine Brito and Emily Galati. 

Aside from their antics onstage, the 
crew members crank out weekly online 
sketches that can be described as smart, 
strange, and hilarious. While some sketch 
groups start out hot and eventually peter 
out. Boy Kisses has only continued to get 
stronger. A major highlight this year was

In her Temporary Action Theory, recently 
performed at the Southern Theater, Lau¬ 
rie Van Wieren showed exactly how 40 
years of experience and a whole lot of 
theatrical savvy add up to an evening of 
gutsy, sophisticated play Sampling new 
vaudeville, postmodern gestural flurries, 
primeval howls, and Dada absurdism. Van 
Wieren improvised her way through events 
that included striding the catwalk above us 
while mumbling incoherent asides, pull¬ 
ing a rope out of a brick 
wall with her teeth, and 
shuffling off to Buffalo. 

At once bold, hesitant, 
bemused, and droll, she 
mined the sublime in the 
ridiculous. 

Far more than an 
accomplished performer. 

Van Wieren is an entre¬ 
preneur who for decades 
has brought innovative 
dance and performance 
work by herself and oth¬ 
ers to public spaces and 
alternative venues. Over 
the years, she has taken 
deep dives into spectacle 
and performance art. In 
the 1980s and ’90s, she 
formed and led a company 
called the B - Specifics, and 
produced a wide range of 


work, including a cabaret-style homage 
to the German Dada and feminist artist 
Hannah Hoch at Walker Art Center and 
a site-specific piece on Lake of the Isles 
that incorporated fireworks, gold medal 
skaters, and a hockey team. 

For several years, she has spearheaded 
inventive formats that allow artists to get 
a critical response to their work. As cura¬ 
tor and director of programming at the 
Ritz Theater, she created Monday Live 
Arts, a monthly series where artists of all 
stripes could come and experiment within 
a 15-by-15-foot square, surrounded by an 
engaged and ready-for-an54hing audience. 
Her ongoing monthly 9x22 Dance/Lab at 
the Bryant-Lake Bowl gives audiences a 
peek at works-in-progress, as Van Wieren 
fields critical responses with witty aplomb. 
This year, she co-curated Radical Recess, 
part of a public arts project sponsored by 
the Hennepin Theater Trust, which put 
lunchtime dance breaks in downtown 
public spaces like the Mayo Clinic Square 
and City Center Atrium. 

A retrospective in 2010 proved that 
Van Wieren’s expansive, experimental, 
and highly entertaining oeuvre was well 
worth a look back. Her recent perfor¬ 
mance heralds an era as subversive and

unpredictable as this remarkably resilient 
artist.

LIZA SYLVESTRE 


Holding two contrary impulses in gor¬ 
geously visceral balance—that of the finest, 
most rigorously controlled line and that of 
effusive, rich, yet ethereal color — lies at 
the heart of Liza Sylvestre’s paintings. And 
while “heart” maybe the most quotidian 
of descriptors, lungs, liver, uterus, eye, ear, 
and even the minute level of corpuscle 
spring to mind when facing the artist’s 
sensuously arresting works. 

Sylvestre drew new attention with 
“Meridians” at Public Functionary a year 
ago. In the exhibition of small- and large- 
scale works, a demure sense of physicality 
was contained with a breathtaking sense 
of evisceration. Fine lines in washes of 
light pinks, oranges, and blues conjured 
tissue, veins, and twists of fascia muscle 
as fine as hair (like those within the ear). 
Those colors swirled and trickled amid 
bolder blotches of blood red, black red, 
and the purples of a deep-set passion. 
It was difficult not to see the work as a 
kinetic expression of congenital and car¬ 
nal femaleness, tempered by a sensibility 
just this side of reticent. Anyone new to 
Sylvestre’s work was gob-smacked and 
irretrievably drawn to it. 

Then, with her Art(ists) on the Verge 
Fellowship at the Soap Factory, Sylvestre 
generated a multimedia piece that literally 
brought visitors into her attenuated world 
as an artist with a disability: deafness. 
Since the age of six, Sylvestre has been 
losing her hearing. In 2006, she received 
a cochlear implant. At the Soap Factory, 
her project, -ommuniuaJon, invited par¬ 
ticipants to endure communication as 
she does via drawings of American Sign 
Language, a video of people talking in a 
seemingly non-human language, and by 
listening to her through a barrier similar 
to what she experiences. 

With two scheduled exhibitions here 
in 2017 (at SooVac and the Phillips in 


Hudson), Sylvestre will continue to make 
her visual voice heard. Look and listen.

LARS LERIN 


Lars Lerin enjoys rock-star status in 
Nordic countries, as he’s known for his 
TV appearances, over 50 books, and his 
atmospheric, massively scaled, gorgeously 
rendered watercolors. With the opening 
of “The Watercolor Worlds of Lars Lerin” 
at the American Swedish Institute last 
January, not only Twin Cities Nord 3 rwhos 
but anyone with an aesthetic sensibility 
couldn’t help but revel in the Swedish 
painter’s remarkable worlds. 

The show, Lerin’s first American exhi¬ 
bition in 30 years, was displayed through 
the Swedish Institute’s two buildings: one 
lovingly known as “The Castle,” the other 
a sleek, modern, and decidedly Nordic 
expansion. 

Lerin’s Bjorkskog/Birch Forest, which 
spans several five-foot-wide sheets of paper, 
captures with a wet-on-wet technique the 
subtle range of grays, browns, blacks, and 
whites that settle into a northern wood’s 
atmosphere, rendering the rangy bark 
of the trees in exquisite detail. Standing 
in front of the work, one could find her 
mind wandering deep in its snowdrifts, 
fog, and the tree trunks’ peeling layers of 
color and texture. 

The 40 monumental works in the 
exhibition included a 15-foot panorama 
of a bookcase, a color-coded collection 
of seemingly all the world’s knowledge, 
with volumes cast as gray blurs evolv¬ 
ing black, browns, and shades of whites, 
grays, and gold — all with a level of detail 
that allows a close observer to read the 
writing on the spines. 

And the birds; so many birds. There were 
multicolored songbirds and glossy black 
crows, taxidermied and on tiny perches, 
awash in color and light, their display 
cases painted with the depth of shadow 
against fictitious windows or walls. 

Lerin’s work is embedded with a sense

of drama and infused with melancholia. 
Still, there’s nothing macabre, maudlin, 
or even self-serving here. Like the empty 
chairs he paints in undemonstrative hues, 
some with a pearlescent quality and with 
the simplest of flourishes, his hand and 
mind are here for all to see. 

Now that’s the definition of a Nordic 
rock star, -camille lefevre 

JUNAUDA PETRUS 


Whether she’s suspended from aerial 
silks, bringing puppets to life, sharing 
her soulful writing, or marching for social 
justice, Junauda Petrus’ creative spirit 
shines through. 

Lately, the multitalented artist seems 
to be ever 5 rwhere. One minute she’s hard 
at work creating an homage to Prince and 
black excellence at the MayDay Parade; 
the next she’s taking the stage at Pillsbury 
House, In the Heart of the Beast, or Ice¬ 
house; and the next she is teaching youth 
about arts, resistance, and queerness at Mia. 

Of her many accomplishments this year, 
Petrus’ work on the play Queen stands 
out as a highlight. The piece was inspired 
in part by a 2015 poem she wrote, titled 
Could we please give the police depart¬ 
ments to the grandmothers? The poem, 
especially embraced by those in the Black 


Lives Matter movement, went viral. When 
Alison Heimstead, director of performance 
programs at In the Heart of the Beast, 
came across it, she connected Petrus to 
renowned puppet artist Erik Ehn. 

Together, they wrote Queen. Petrus 
played the Grandmother — in puppet 
form — for its premiere run. A trained 
aerial artist, Petrus imbues every S 5 mapse, 
every bone, and every muscle with focus 
while onstage. When she transferred that 
intensity to a puppet in Queen, she made 
her character come alive with mournful 
grace. 

Petrus’ talents as an artist, organizer, 
activist, and educator frequently inter¬ 
mingle. That was especially apparent in 
her work with HOBT’s MayDay Parade, 
where she not only created art herself, 
but utilized her leadership and teaching 
skills. The section of the parade Petrus 
worked on used art to make the case for 
black reparations, to celebrate blackness 
and queerness, and to honor Prince, as 
well as Kirk Washington, a local artist 
who recently died. This fall, she worked 
with students at Mia to help them harness 
their creative spirit in the aid of radical 
thought and transformation. Her giving 
nature shines through her art, taking many 
forms as a means to change the world.

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LESLIE BARLOW 


Painter Leslie Barlow uses colors pla3^11y. 
Despite being rooted in realism, her palette 
crosses the spectrum, imbuing an abstract 
quality to works that depict real people and 
real situations. Barlow's Other/Identity series 
takes a nuanced, often extremely personal 
approach when tackling issues of race, mar¬ 
ginalization, and other sociopolitical forces. 

For example, in Of Other Paths (Het¬ 
erotopia), 48, the artist paints herself at an 
intersection. There’s a sign that reads “One 
Way,” and the stoplight is yellow. Barlow, 
who identifies as multiracial, wavers at a 
crossroads where identity is perceived as 
not something absolute or finite, but rather 
a fluid place of in-betweens. 

That sensitive reflection on her own iden¬ 
tity continues in Two Grandmas, a work that 
references Frida Kahlo’s painting featuring 
two different versions of herself sitting side 
by side. In Barlow’s piece, her grandmoth¬ 
ers — women of two different races — are 
seated side by side. They are smiling, perhaps 
a little awkwardly. Together, they speak to 
the complicated relationships and histories 
that make up Barlow’s own identity. 

In January 19th, 2015, which was fea¬ 
tured in the excellent “Reframe Minnesota: 
Art Beyond a Single Stor/’ at All My Rela¬ 
tions Gallery, Barlow brings to life a scene 
from a 2015 Black Lives Matter protest. 
By including a sign marking the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard, which 
has been blurred out, the painting subtly 
dismantles the complacency of living in a 
white supremacy society. Above, ahelicopter 
hovers over the group of protesters, one of 
whom holds up a fist. 

Barlow came out of the gate running 
after graduating from MCAD last spring. 
In 2016, she was part of the 3x5 residency 
at the Soap Factory, was featured in solo 
exhibitions atFlow Art Space and the Cowles 
Student Gallery at Whitworth University, 
and participated ingroup shows at the Hop¬ 
kins Center for the Arts, MCAD, and All 
My Relations. She also won a commission 
with the Minnesota Vikings to paint por¬ 
traits of players, and received a Minnesota 
State Arts Board Grant to work on a series 
of paintings on the 50-year anniversary of 
Loving V. Virginia, a landmark court case 
prohibiting bans on interracial marriage. 
We can’t wait to see her finished work on 
the series next year, -sheila regan

Todd Haug was not just the brewmaster 
for the wildly popular Surly brand, but the 
very image of its hardcore styling. ‘They 
marketed the shit out of me,” said Haug on 
the heels of his announcement that he’d 
be leaving the brewery. While his face, 
personality, and very name were stamped 
all over the multimillion-dollar product, 
he says he wasn’t really getting a piece of 
the pie. 

“I’m just a lowly brewmaster,” he said. 
Lovers of his product were saddened, and 
now that he’s heading offto Chicago to Three 
Floyds Brewery, where he will ostensibly 
be getting a sweeter deal, we wonder if our 
glorious suds will be the same. Time will tell. 

Meanwhile, Landon Schoenefeld, one of 
our native sons ofbig-time cookery, formerly 
of Haute Dish, Nighthawks, and Birdie, 
has a host of similar woes. He told Tom 
Crann of Minnesota Public Radio that he’s 


“a 35-year old man who works 80 hours a 
week and is living paycheck to paycheck.” 

Schoenefeld is widely recognized for his 
contributions to local culinary culture, but 
he says he doesn’t feel successful, and those 
feelings have driven him to depression and 
suicidal thoughts. He too is leaving our local 
food scene to try out another market, and 
he says he won’t be owning restaurants 
an3miore. 

We wish them both well. More 
importantly, we hope the industry finds 
a better way to repay and sustain the 
individuals who work tirelessly to give us 
the life-affirming moments we all love so 
deeply.

The city tries to help with 
the Working Families Agenda 

The city of Minneapolis’ heart was in 


the right place when it proposed the 
Working Families Agenda, a wide- 
reaching overhaul of small businesses 
that promised fair scheduling, earned 
sick leave, and a livable wage. 

But many restaurateurs said that if the 
policies were instituted, it would likely 
ruin them. After extreme backlash, the 
mayor announced that the city would 
back off and work with the restaurants 
for a more feasible solution. 

A handful of pioneers including the 
Birchwood, Common Roots, and Young 
Joni have already instituted workplace 
standards that will make restaurant work 
more like “real jobs” — with the livable 
wage and full benefits that many rely on.

We 
bonded with them over tales of Prince’s 
most human habits: an insatiable sweet 
tooth, a penchant for coffee, a tendency 
to scramble up a couple eggs when he 
got a little peckish. 

Prince’s superhuman talents made us 
forget that he was mortal. The glimpse 
into his humanity reminded us that he 
was in fact one of us. 

Milkjam opens, Saffron closes; 

Esker Grove opens, Piccolo closes; 

our evolving food scene marches on 

Sentimental midwesterners that we are, 
we hate to see beloved places disappear, 
especially while they’re still steady and 
robust. But if we want the sophisticated 
dining scene we say we do, we might 
have to harden our hearts a little. 

The shutterings of Saffron and Piccolo, 
two of our most acclaimed eating places, 
are good examples of the healthy evolution 
of our eating scene. Sameh Wadi and 
Doug Flicker are two chefs at the top 
of their games, confidently shuttering 
restaurants that are still working well. 

Why? Because evolution necessitates 
change. What was revolutionary a decade 
ago threatens to mold on the vine. 

Better to stride on and take chances.

drinks like bolts of golden silk? 

Drop that sentimentality. Good eating 
depends on it.

Local chef Brian Yazzie goes to cook 
at Standing Rock 

One of the biggest stories of the year, in 
a year with a lot of Very Big Stories, was 
the standoff at Standing Rock, where a 
critical mass of individuals demanded, 
and ultimately received, a halt to an oil 
pipeline that threatened tribal health, 
water supply, and resources. 

Practical considerations like food, 
shelter, and of course water might have 
seemed like afterthoughts, unless you 
were there. Brian Yazzie, a chef with 
the Sioux Chef, knew he had to do 
something about feeding the thousands 
who converged on this sacred ground. 

Yazzie took his cues from the Sioux 
Chef, Sean Sherman’s project that turns 
indigenous pre-contact ingredients into 
cuisine. He wanted to feed the protesters, 
not with the unhealthy ingredients that 
Native people have been saddled with 
for generations, but with real food made 
from real ingredients. A donation drive 
garnered plenty of fresh vegetables, whole 
grains, and lean proteins. Yazzie then 
made his way to the Dakotas to feed 
people with body-, mind-, and soul- 
fortifying food. 

Food, like water, is life.

The tattooed bandit strikes out 

It takes resolve, balls of plutonium, and 
a bit of stupidity to try to swindle the 
ladies and gentlemen of the restaurant 
industry, an occupation filled with some 
of the sawiest rascals in their own right.

This story alone is interesting enough, 
but consider that Steffen would often get 
tatted with the names of the restaurants 
he swindled, and the plot thickens. 

Steffen’s in prison now (not his first 
stay), and restaurant owners are probably 
keeping a closer eye on kitchen tattoos. 03

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THE BRIDE WORE BLACK 

An engrossing biopic of the Stepford first lady following her husband’s murder

W ith its constant stream of 
yellow roses, motorcades, 
and well-wishers, Jackie is 
like a feature-length funeral 
procession. It’s also what attendees might 
describe as a beautiful service — the kind 
of ritualistic tribute that’s as much for the 
living as it is for the dead. 

Pablo Larrain’s engrossingbiopic follows 
the former first lady (Natalie Portman) 
in the immediate wake of John F. Ken¬ 
nedy’s assassination, taking place over 
the course of a week and moving about 
in achronological order as if to give the 
impression of a memory or dream. Just as 
the show must go on, so must the govern¬ 
ment — meaning Jackie has no choice but 
to stand by as LB J is sworn in as president, 
her face and that (in)famous pink dress 


still red with her husband’s blood. 

And just as JFK was the first TV presi¬ 
dent, Jackie was the first TV first lady. We 
see frequent cutaways to her 1961 tour of 
the White House, complete with behind- 
the-scenes direction from her aide and 
friend (Greta Gerwig). 

Jackie is always playing one role or 
another, most of them of someone else’s 
devising, and being forced into them wears 
away at her sense of self Late in the film, 
we watch as she drives by a truck unload¬ 
ing mannequins dressed like her into a 
store. Her look is one of bemusement, 
but not surprise. 

Portman’s performance so matches this 
Stepford First Lady vibe that it could almost 
be mistaken for stilted. Jackie spoke in an 
accent all her own, bringing to mind both 
her Long Island roots and the Holl 5 rwood 
stars of yore, and though Portman’s por¬ 


trayal is soft-spoken, her strange cadence 
keeps us hanging on every word. 

Larrain is ultimately more concerned 
with its grief-stricken heroine’s mental state 
than he is with the state of the union. The 
Chilean director occasionally circles back to 
an interview between Jackie and journalist 
Theodore H. White (Billy Crudup) as an 
anchor. Only here does she feel comfortable 
being herself, so naturally most of what 
she tells him is off the record. 

Though selections from the musical 
Camelot — to hear Jackie tell it, a meta¬ 
phor for his entire administration — serve 
a similar function, it’s Mica Levi’s haunt¬ 
ing, dirge-like score that leaves the lasting 
impression. String-heavy and despondent, 
it’s the most dominant presence in the film 
not named Natalie Portman. There’s a sense 
throughout that Jackie wants nothingmore 
than to scream; since she can’t, Levi’s music

does it for her. 

Portman is grief personified, the very 
image of mourning and a painful reminder 
that all politics is indeed personal. There’s 
never a moment to process any of what’s 
happened to her, and barely enough to fol¬ 
low the procedures meant to bring about a 
smooth transition from one head of state 
to the next. 

‘‘Nothing’s ever mine,” she says as she 
gathers her belongings and prepares to leave 
the White House. “Not to keep, an 3 rway.” 

She’s been forced at every turn to put 
on a good face for the sake of the millions 
watching at home — a gesture few were 
able to return. 03

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THEATER 2016 IN REVIEW 

Changes in the scene raise big questions for 2017

T his year marked a period of transi¬ 
tion for the local theater scene, 
with several major institutions 
finishing or beginning leadership 
handoffs — in some cases from founders 
to their successors. Here’s a roundup of 
this year’s top stories on the Twin Cities 
theater beat. 

Big hires pay off for Guthrie, Jungle. This 
was the first full calendar year in which 
Joseph Haj led the Guthrie Theater and 
Sarah Rasmussen oversaw the Jungle. 
Both hires were part of a much-discussed 
leadership change across three major local 
theater companies (also including Sarah 
Bellamy, who’s currently collaborating 
with her father Lou before fully taking the 
reins at Penumbra in 2017), and audiences 
and critics have given the new generation 
a clear thumbs-up. The Guthrie saw a strong 
response to Haj’s programming, and there 
wasn’t a weak link in Rasmussen’s diverse 
inaugural season at the Jungle. 

New frontiers in Fringe. This summer, 
the Minnesota Fringe Festival debuted a 
new ticketing system: single tickets are 
out, and daily wristbands allow unlimited 
admission. Response was generally positive, 
and executive director Jeff Larson claimed 
the new system as part of his legacy when 
he stepped down in October. A search for 
Larson’s successor is now underway. The 
new director will need to decide whether 
expandingthe sprawlingfestival’s program¬ 
ming makes sense — and what that would 
look like. 


Some new venues now, some... eventu¬ 
ally? In October, Nimbus Theatre opened 
the doors on its new Crane Theater, a sizable 
northeast Minneapolis venue that will even¬ 
tually house a black-box theater alongside 
a larger, traditional stage. Nimbus’ previ¬ 
ous home is buzzing with burlesque as the 
Minnsky Theatre, and the cozy Strike The¬ 
atre opened along Central Avenue. Things 
are moving a little more slowly for St. Paul’s 
North Garden Theater, with the opening of 
the extensively renovated venue on West 
Seventh pushed back to spring. 

Transitions on Hennepin. After leading 
the revival of Hennepin Avenue by saving 
three historic theaters and establishing the 
Hennepin Theatre Trust as a nonprofit 
powerhouse, organization president Tom 
Hoch announced in October that he’ll leave 
his position in mid-2017. Then, in December, 
Scott Mayer said he’ll step down from his 
role atthe Ivey Awards. Will new leadership 
take the West Downtown Minneapolis Cul¬ 
tural District (now tr 5 dng to make ‘ WeDo” 
happen as a brand) to the next level? 

Political storm clouds on the horizon. 
When the Guthrie announced its Level Nine 
Initiative in April, Joseph Haj explained that 
it would allow the company to respond to ‘'a 
Ferguson moment.” In November, the nation 
suddenly found itself facing the prospect of 
a president for whom social upheaval was 
practically a campaign promise. It’s hard 
to know exactly what the theater commu¬ 
nity’s response to the Trump era will be, but 
this year’s many politically charged shows 
represented just the tip of an iceberg that 
we’re about to smash right into. 03

Minneapolis’ Skyway Theatre is a booming EDM hub hidden in plain view

T O look at the corner of Seventh 
Street and Hennepin Avenue on 
the night of December 2, you 
might have expected a media 

circus. 

The line outside the Skjtway Theater to 
see Marshmello — apseudon 5 mious EDM 
phenom whose gimmick is to wear a helmet 
thatmakes himlooklike his namesake camp¬ 
fire treat — is wrapped around the block. 
Many of the show-goers wear relatively 
litde to combatthe cold; warmth, they know, 
will be forthcoming once they’re inside, 
tightly packed into the former downtown 
Minneapolis movie house and g 5 n:*atingto 
the light show and huge sound system. 

Inside, though, there’s almost no press 
presence at all. This isn’t exactly a surprise. 
For one thing, EDM, the nickname for big- 
tent, pop-friendly dance music, holds little 
appeal even for committed D J-culture lifers, 
particularly those over the age of 30. For 
another, the default setting for American 
music writers basically boils down to: When 
is this stuff going to go away? Never mind 
that almost every rock festival in the country 
is forced to include EDM acts in order to 
make their bottom line, never mind that 
all the wishing in the world hasn’t reduced 
the music’s popularity one iota. 

If anything, this2,500-strong Marshmello 
crowd — about 1,000 more people than 
First Avenue can hold — echoes another 
show five years earlier at the same venue. 
That’s when Skrillex played the Skyway’s 
smaller room, the Loft, for the second time 
on the night of a blizzard. 

“The Loft was bulging at the seams,” 
says Chrissy Kabanuk, who along with her 
husband, David, is the Skyway’s co-owner 
and main booker. “All of Minneapolis was 
shut down, MTC buses were lying on their 
sides, and there were 1,400 people in line. 
I was thinking, Tf there wasn’t a blizzard, 
we wouldn’t be able to handle it.’” 

As she points out, this was well before 
Skrillex had even been nominated for — 
much less won — a Grammy Award or 
produced Justin Bieber. 

“It was just the kids,” she says. 

Expect similarly sizeable crowds Friday 
and Saturday for the Skyway’s ambitious 


New Year’s Eve celebration. Each night 
will feature four stages of DJs, three of 
them all locals, as well as a handful of out- 
of-town headliners, such as SoCal native 
Seven Lions (signed, like Marshmello, to 
Skrillex’s OWSLA label) and Montreal trio 
Black Tiger Sex Machine, both of whom 
play what Kabanuk loosely dubs “high- 
energy dubstep,” as well as Boombox Cartel, 
a duo that formed in Minneapolis before 
departing to L.A. 

Chances are you haven’t heard of any 
of them. It doesn’t matter: The kids have. 

And the kids have been the Kabanuks’ 
M.O. for well over a decade now. The Sky¬ 
way opened in 1972 as a two-screen movie 
theater, expanding over time to six screens. 
It became notorious after a 1990 screening 
of Boyz ’N the Hood when gunshots were 
fired in the theater, followed by a drive-by 
shootingonHennepin Avenue that wounded 
four. The Skyway went bankrupt in 1999; 
the Kabanuks purchased it three years later, 
with an eye and ear toward a different kind 
of entertainment. 

By that point, Kabanuk explains, they’d 
been operating clubs for a decade. David ran 
the Showbox, a storied downtown Seattle 


venue, and together they managed another 
Seattle club, Tropix, which featured DJs 
playing house music, before taking over 
its Minneapolis franchise. 

‘You couldn’t go online and get this music 
— you had to actually fly to the city most 
known for the genre and pick up the vinyl,” 
she recalls. “In order to be the cool club, 
you wanted to be the one who exposed 
people to music they hadn’t heard before.” 

The mid-2000s were American electronic 
music’s awkward, adolescent years — the 
rave scene was in remission, but house, 
techno, and low-end-driven drum & bass 
were still finding their footing in the club 
world. At the time, even a 40-minute house 
or techno set at the mainstream-leaning 
Minneapolis Tropix would “freak people 
out—they weren’tready for that at 11 o’clock 
at night,” Kabanuk says. 

Part of the Skyway space’s appeal was 
that it wasn’t especially club-like. 

“We were looking at the best rave space 
ever,” Kabanuk says. “For us it was a no- 
brainer. We were looking at the acoustic 
[tiling] Sony put in; this wasn’t stuff mom- 
and-pops could put in.” 

Nevertheless, the first order of business 


was to open the boarded-up ground floor 
space as Bar Fly, a lounge catering to the 
high-end “bottle service” experience, in 
which club-goers pay ridiculous amounts 
of money to reserve a bottle of liquor and a 
table in order to feel like VIPs. Next came 
the Loft, a fifth-floor area that became a 
DJ party space. It was there that BT (Brian 
Transeau), who’d become a major US. rave 
star thanks to a series of widescreen trance 
anthems, made an appearance in 2005. He 
was the Loft’s first live electronic performer, 
as opposed to DJ, and he drew. 

“Twelve hundred people showed up,” 
Kabanuk reports. ‘We were like, ‘Hmmm, 
it’s evolved.’ We watched the Loft, which 
was supposed to be the rave space, turn out 
to be more popular than the lounge space. 
We were watching the youth coming in.” 

Another catalyst came in 2008, when 
the Loft hosted an after-party featuring an 
unknown performer from Denver. ‘We were 
like, ‘OK, but we can’t pay him,” Kabanuk 
recalls. The artist’s name was Pretty Lights; 
today he headlines festivals around the globe. 

“I saw probably 400-500 people in line 
before [doors],” she says. “A lot of older 
house friends were like, ‘Why would you

play that? It’s gonna die, get rid of it.’” 

Needless to say, it didn’t. By 2012, multi¬ 
day EDM fests like Las Vegas’s Electric Daisy 
Carnival and Miami’s Ultra Music Eestival 
were drawing even with, or outdrawing, the 
likes of Coachella and Lollapalooza. That 
year. Cooper Gillick, now a talent buyer 
for the Skyway as well as a DJ under the 
name TokSn (he’ll be one of the many locals 
spinning the Skyway’s New Year’s), was 
one of many who migrated from another 
scene — in Gillick’s case, having promoted 
hip-hop shows at the Crystal Events Center 
for a largely suburban crowd. There, egos 
burnt him out. 

“I [didn’t] like the vibe behind the scenes,” 
Gillick says — before he discovered EDM. 
'T started listening, and electronic music 
evolved, and now it’s ever 3 rwhere.” 

Like much of the Sk 3 rway scene, Gillick 
flies the flag for the heavy bass wobble of 
dubstep — a form that, like ska or rockabilly, 
has inspired deep loyalty despite (or because 
of) its relative musical inflexibility. The kids 
who discovered dubstep at the turn of the 
2010s, says Kabanuk, “are continually our 
Skyway people, but the/re 26,27 now. The 
kids that came up underneath them accept 
all kinds of music — they’re now [coming] 
every weekend.” 

And increasingly, so are curious outsid¬ 
ers — including behind the scenes. 

“Corporate America never cared about 
an act that was electronic,” Kabanuk notes. 
“That’s what happened in 2012: The cor¬ 
porate train showed up. When it’s a $50 
ticket and there’s one every weekend, it’s 
not so underground an 5 miore.” 03

2016 was a good year for unconventional 
young artists who essentially ignore tra¬ 
ditional ideas of what makes for good 
rap music. Just consider the likes of Lil 
Uzi Vert, Lil Yachty, and Eamous Dex, all 
of whom made major waves with their 
idiosyncrasies and youthful energy. Before 
the emergence of those guys, though, 
Eather was doing his own defiant thing.

Over 
the course of a handful of debaucherous 
mixtapes and numerous guest features, the 
leader of Atlanta’s Awful Records collec¬ 
tive has proved that his quirky, minimal, 
and idiosyncratic style is more skillful 
than his seeming effortlessness lets on.

THE JAYHAWKS 

FIRST AVENUE, THURSDAY 12.29 
It’s now a certified tradition that iconic 
native bands flock back to Twin Cities 
stages for special holiday shows. Those 
local heroes include the Jayhawks, who 
a year ago were still plotting their revival 
in the wake of another disappearing act 
by co-founder Mark Olson. But in the 
summer, led by Gary Louris, the Jayhawks 
launched a new era of their ongoing 
30-year saga with PagfngMr. Proust, a kind 
of back-to-the-future album co-produced 
by Tucker Martine and R.E.M.’s Peter 
Buck. It juggled only lingering echoes of 
country-rock, focusing instead on acute 
references to vintage sounds (notably 
Crazy Horse, Brit pop, hints of krautrock, 
and new wave). The LP also combined 
distinct experimental streaks and stylish 
evolutions that still sound only like the 
’Hawks. Lyrically, we’re offered wist¬ 
ful recollections and forward glances, 
reflecting the title’s reference to Marcel 
Proust’s In Search of Lost Time and the 
cover photos of architect Eero Saarinen’s 
futurist Idlewild TWA terminal.

FINE LINE MUSIC CAFE, SATURDAY 12.31 
Returning for one final Minneapolis 
show in 2016, the locally rooted dream- 
pop/R&B trio KING are three weeks on 
the heels of their Grammy nomination 
for Best Urban Contemporary Album 
alongside the likes of Beyonce’s Lemonade 
and Rihanna’s Antz-. The nomination is 
for We Are KING, the Los Angeles-based 
group’s long-awaited debut album and 
follow-up to 2011’s The Story EP. That 
EP introduced Amber Strother and Anita 
Bias as extraordinary singers, and Paris 
Strother (who, like her twin sister, is 
originally from the Twin Cities) as an 
ambitious producer.
